CHICAGO. 
THE LAKE AS SEEN FROM THE LIGHTHOUSE 
TOWER—CAUSE OF THE STORM. 

The silent watcher in the tower of the lignt- 
house on the Chicago pier yesterday forenoon 
might have witnessed a spectacie of struggle 
among the elements grand as the imagination 
of Dante or Doré ever coxceived. It is seldom 


that che wind has full sweep of the long streteh © 


of waters of Lake Michigan from north to south 
with such inteuse energy and splendid though 
disastrous effect. The great surf billows that 
swept the beach were thirty feet apart from 
erest to crest by actual running measurement 
along the dock, and theoreticaily must have 
towered as high. The greatest sweill on the 
ocean that has been recorded according to 
Nature was forty-eight feet in bight, and certain- 
ly the inland sea yesterday exhibited an oceanic 


propensity. 

For three miles in either direction, north or 
south, the eye could see immense volumes of 
water dashed high over objects along the beach, 
often tue white masses of spray attaining an 
altitude of a full hundred feet. The United 
States Lake Survey several years ago, in its tests 
on the rocky projections of Lake Erie, ascer- 
tained the power of great waves to rise and 
break into spray 130 feet against perpendicular 
objects. Near Cleveland the perpendicular 
walls of rock project into Lake Erie to a hight 
of eighty feet, and against these masses of water 
climbed to the surface and broke in great sheets 
fifty feetabove. Thus yesterday one cognizant 
of this expenditure of power was not surprised 
when the outer breakwater disappeared and 
waves ran over the high lumber piies on the 
outer pier and when the spray showered far 
above. 

The appearance of the barbor presented a 
constant alternation of remarkable spectacles. 
A beavy current ran out of the river, and its 
forces meeting those of the wind exhibited a 
battle of giant waves in the struggle for su- 


premacy. Amid these conflicting forces tugs den 


fought for exit and steam-barges and propellers 


for entrance. Many a vessel with tugs and 
alls. in the contest, subsided and 


cast its anchor without to awalt its opportunity. 
Owers, having slipped their chains and broken 

r tow-lines, floated heiplesiy on to the beach 
above. Others sought entrance to the harbor 
of refuge, and having barely gainea it were 
driven by the fury of wind, current, and wave 
toward the south breakwater, tugs and all, 
finaliy to drop anchor witbout further effort. 
At 12 oclock “forty-six vessels were 
anchored outside. One was water- 
logged, and the waves at times 
ran bigh over her lumber-laden deck. Hulks of 
others aiternately appeared and disappeared to 
the interested watchers on shore. One scbooner 
tried to climp over the northwest breakwater 
and succeeded, and the rest dragged their an- 
chors with astonishing ease. The crib appeared 
occasionally amid the spray which broke over it 
with great force. Noting all this battie of ele- 
ments, the examiner in the lighthouse tower 
was kept on the qui vive as one spectacie suc- 
ceededanother. The iron structure stood firm, 
and when the wind dad spent its fury with 
greatest effect never moved or shook, as one 
might expect it to. 

Nothing was more exciting in interest than 
the rapidity with which steam and safl vesseis 
came up from the north. They seemed to flee 
with the wind and on the wave crest almost mo- 
tionless until they dashed up t the pier head, 
turned to enter, and then, once in the trough of 
the sea and the conflict of forces, their great 
bodies rocked and wrenched in something like 
convulsions. 

One remarkable sight was the conduct of 
aquatic birds known as terns, very much resem- 
biing the sea-guills. Thousands of them con- 
gregated in one place where the pier forms a 
corner, and hovered seemingly within an inch 
of the water, darting, crying, and gyrating with 
quick movements. Parties on shore concluded 
they were hovering over a dead body, and a tug 
thepet her nose up the river-side to investigate. 
Ot course nobody was to be seen, as the exam- 
iner well knew that doubtless beneath the birds 
were myriads of minnows driven dy the waves 
and surf into the safer corner, and forming a 
fine lunch for the terns. As usual with that 
family, Certain members constantly took occa- 
sion to scour the neighborhood for signs at an 
enemy, finally to be relieved and allowed to re- 
turn and feed. 

Thousands of sightseers thronged the Ran- 
dolph street viaduct and the south piers to wit- 
ness the scenes transpiring. Many were drawn 
there by exaggerated reports of loss of life and 
wrecks. One report on the street was that thir- 
teen men were drowned at the breakwater dur- 
ing the morning, which grew out of the,fact 
that three men were injured. Another report 
spoke of sixteen wrecks along the beach, which 
grew out of one wreck near Sixteenth street. 
Tne life-saving station was thronged with peo- 
ple, who expected to finda sort of a morgue 
there, with heaps of dead, but only an injurea 
man was found. 

The presence of such a storm and such cold 
weather is not generaily comprehended at this 
time of year. The simple fact is that the storm 
is ten days late. May 10 is the average date of 
the aunual appearance of just such a storm of 
more or less energy and cold weather. In 1876 
a similar storm overturned an encamp-

PRESIDENTIAL INACTIVITY LIMITED BY A 

WISE LAW-—-WALTER EVANS APPOINTED TO 

SUCCEED RAUM. 

Wasninoeros, D. C., May 21.—[Special.]—The 
appointment of Walter Evans, of Louisville, 
Ky., to be Commissioner of Internal Revenue 
was a great surprise to all politicians here. 
Very few know who Mr. Evans is, or understand 
the reasons why a Southbem man should be ap- 
pointed, least of all why a Commissioner of lu- 
ternal Revenue should be appointed from a 
State which has such vital interest in a lenient 
administration of the Revenue laws as Ken- 
tucky. It is well known that the President, 
from the beginning of his Administration, 
has desired te recognize the South. 
In ‘selecting a Postmaster-General the 
‘President tirst turned his attention to the South, 
but he could not find a man amoug the native 
Republicans there of commanding position who 
suited him, nor could be find aman among the 
Independeut Demoerats whom he thought well 
adapted to the place. Had such a man been 
found there is authority of a Cabinet officer for 
stating that the Postmaster-Generai would have 
been chosen from thé South. The first oppor- 
tunity forappointing a Soutnern man to any im- 
portant bureau officer below that of a 
Cabinet officer has ovcurred by the resigna- 
tion of Gen. Raum, and the Prosident has 
decided to give the place tothe South. The 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue bolds an of- 
fice ofily second in rank to that of a Cabinet of- 
ficer, while in point of practical influence among 
the people the Commissioner of Internal Reve- 
nue exerts very much more influence than the 
Secretaries of State, War, and Navy, or the At- 
torney-General. He has 4,000 office-holders un- 
der him, and is an active force in every hamiet 
in the land. Mr: Walter Evans, who 
has been selected, is a Kentucky Re- 
publican who in 1876 was actively con- 
nected with the Bristow movement. He is 
a lawyer in good standing, and four years ago 
was the Republican candidate for Governor of 
Kentuexy, poise large vote. He belongs to 
the class o Kepublionns in Kentucky of whom 
ex- Secretar ristow and Mr. Justice Harlan 
are types. Evans is a lawyer, a man of ability, 
and is said to have good executive capacity. A 
telegram has been fteceived from him stating 
that he will accept the place. 

AN ANONYMOUS OPINION. 

A gentleman well acquainted with the new 
Internal Revenue Commissioner gives the fol- 
lowing information: Mr. Evans is a gentieman 
in appearance ess, a man of reputable 
life, of fine legal attainments, and probably as 
well fitted for the place as any outside poli- 
ticilan who has all the duties of the office to 
learn. He has been well known here in Wash- 
immton for years as a persistent and 
perpetual office-seeker. There are few 
Federal offices of prominence in Ken- 
tucky for which be has not 
candidate, and thus far an Unsuccessful one. 
Recently he has rded ‘in bis State as 
one of three Kentucky Repubticans’ 
names it would be well for officesee 
on their papers. The other two were John D. 
White and Silas Miller. Tuts belief ar from 
the fact that Gev. Grant wrote a Kentucky can- 
didate who solicited his Nur that he re- 
garded Evans, Miller, and White as representa- 
tive Republicans whose support kt would be 
well to have. Ot late —— Mr. Evans 
bas deen a pronounced Statwart, and his 
friends here say he has received his 
“906” medal. The President bad decided to 
appoint Silas Duteher, of New York, and Secre- 
tary Folger aiso supported this selection. A 
te m. bowever, brought the information 
that Mr. Dutcher would rather not take the 
place. Mr. Evans had been strongly urged on 
the President, and upon the declination of Mr. 
Duteher foday the matter of obtaining a Com- 
missioner before the ume within which the law 

rovided that he should be appointed began to 
be a somewhat serious affair. At the lust 
this afternooh Mr Evans wos 
chosen, and dispatches were sent notifyi 
him and asking him if de woui 
accept. The generai.criticism here 8. that in a 
political sense he can bring no general strength 
to the Administration and prove of no particu- 
lar consequence to the publican party un 
Kentucky, While in the matter of fitness, except 
for merely political considerations, it was not 
necessary to go Outside of the bureau, where 
Mr. Rogers, Mr. Chesley, Gen. Sewall, and Gen. 
Clarke were all thoroughly posted in the whole 
work of the bureau.” 

[Walter Evans. of Kentucky, is a lawyer of 
ability, and well-known in the politics of his 
State. He was at one time a law-partner of 
Benjamin H. Bristow, in Hopkinsville, Ky:, and 
‘was a Bristow man at the Convention in 1876. In 
1880 he Wasa delegate-at-large to the Chicago 
Convention and one of the “36” who 
supported Gen. Grant's candidacy. He 
has not heretofore held office, although 
be has had considerable influence in 
the distribution of Federal patronage in Ken- 
tucky. He and Postmaster-Generai Gresham 
are warm personal friends, and it is understood 
the latter was instrumental in securing Evans’ 
appointment. The new appointee qualified and 
was sworn in at Louisville, the occasion for 
haste being that the ten days for which the Act- 
ing Commissioner of Internal Revenue could be 
appointed expired yestesday.]

SECRETARY TELLER HURRYING UP THE 
NORTHEKN PACIFIC, 
WasurnoeTon, D. C., May 21.—([Special.]—" Tun 
Tarpuns bas properly interpreted my action,” 
aid Secretary Teller this afternoon after read- 
ing the editorial entitled. A New Bye on the 
Land Grants.” “The truth 16,“ sald Mr. Teller, 
“that I bave deemed it my duty to give notice 
to the Northern Pacific Company, hot only that 
they are not entitled to bave the alternate sec- 
tions reserved in the second indemnity strip, 
but that the alternate sections in the firet in- 
demuity strip will not be held for any ‘longer 
period than is necessary for the road to 
make its selections. The company has had 
prominent lawyers here, among them Koscoe 
Conkling and Mr. Gray. They have made large 
demands upon the department. Their first 
claim was that the Secretary of the loterior nad 
no more discretion as to the odd sections in the 
second indemnity strip than he has within the 
belt of granted laud. They claimed that the 
lands ia both these strips were by law and right 
absolutely reserved for them until such time as 
they got ready to claim them, and the inference, 
if not the intimation, clearly was that they 
would be quite at liberty to be ten, twelve, or 
fifteen years about it. Idenied that that was 
good law, and, after giving the subject the most 
ex baustive and careful consideration, I came to 
the conelusion that the road had no such right 
in the second indemoaity strips, and that whe ther 
or not the odd sections within those strips, or 
within either pt them, should be withheld to 
make good deficiencies which might be found to 
exist within its granted tract Was a matter with- 
in the discretion of the Secretary of the Inte- 
rior. at disere I determined to exercise in 
direction of opening to the settieras speedily 
as possible all lands within the indemnity strips 
to which road m not be entitied, and as 
it seemed clear that there would be an abun- 
dunce of land in the odd sections in the first str 
to suppiy all deficiencies within the 
tract, I decided not to withdraw the lands in the 
secood indemnity strip on the western end of 
the line, as had Deen decided, and also t give 
oe road notice ite sviectiogs in the rer 
atrip ust be ade 
ble. The that the delay 
in making selections was in 
great measure the fauit of the Iuterior Depart- 
ment, and upon careful inquiry the complaint 
secms to be in part well founded. Tne first step 
towards making the selections of the lands in 
the indemnity strip is to ascertain how much 
land has been lost by ption entry within 
the granted tract. This the raiiroad could not 
ascertain except by a search througk the local 
land offices, which would consume a vast 
amount of time, It will reguire iderable 
time for the Government to do this, e land 
office informs me fully two months 
wilt be required te make an exact 
computation of all the quarter and a half sec- 
tions that have been taken out from within the 
ranted tract along the vast line of the Nortbern

When the Archi-Maitré of the ceremonies has 
announced that ais ready to start. their im- 
perial Majesties leave the inner apartments for 
thé Salie du Trone, and seat themselves on the 
throne surmounted by the canopy. At the sign of 
the trumpets and drums the train begins to move, 
headed by a platoon of Chevalier Guards, the 
roar being closed by their Majesties; who are 
immediately preceded by the Arch-Marsbal of 
the coronation with the ensigns of office.

THE DEMOCRATS AND STATE LICENSE. 

It puzzles nearly everybody to guess the 
reason of the nearly united opposition which 
the Democrats in the Liiinois Legislature are 
making to the reform license measure now 
pending. If there were any suggestion of 
prohibition, of sumptuary legislation, or t 
party advantage, tlie attitude of the Demo- 
erats could be easily understood. But there 
is nething ip the proposition to make saloons 
pay an adequate license tax which has a 
partisan bearing. The measure aims partly 
at the regulation of the saloon business and 
partly at the revenue results. It is designed 
to increase municipal revenue and to weed 
out the surplas of doggeries which encour- 
age loafing, drunkenness, ruffianism, and 
crime. Its effect will be to promote a sense 
of responsibility among saloonkeepers 
which will prompt them to keep their 
business clean, orderly, and respectable, to 
refuse to sell hauor to minors and 
drunkards, and otherwise to observe the laws 
of the State and of common decency. The 
large revenue Which will accrhe from the 
reform license system will be applied either 
in reduction of direct taxes or in adding to 
the facilities of good lecal government. In 
all these matters Democratic taxpayers and 
citizens are as much interested as are those 
who are in the habit ef voting the Republic- 
an ticket. High license has been adopted by 
Democratic cities and towns in this State as 
well as by Republican communities, and the 
popular sentiment favorable to the license 
system is quite as general among the better 


‘efass of Democrats as it is among the better 


class of Republicans. 

The St. Louis Republican, whose Democ-

The Missouri Leg- 
islature contains nearly three times as many 
Democrats as Republicans, and at its last ses- 
sion it passed a license bill far more exacting 
in its terms than the bill now pending in the 
Illinois Legislature. The Missouri law con- 
templates a license fee of $1,150, to be divided 
among the State, county, and municipal 
Treasuries, whereas the Illinois bill proposes 
only a fee of $500 for the privilege ot selling 
all kinds of liquor, and less than one-third 
for the sale of beer and wine. What 
is there about the Mississippi River or 
the imaginary line which divides Lilinois 
from Missouri to make the Democrats on 
one side higu-license men and the Demo- 
crats on the other side freewhiskyites ?

DEGRADING POLITIOS. 

The cowardly action of the Kentucky Dem- 
ocrats in avoiding an honest and outspogen 
declaration of their principles and asserting 
themselves for reform only by Inference and 
reference must be ranked among the ill- 
omens of the drift of our polities. Nothing 
is so mueh te be desired among the citizens 
of agoverenment of the veople by the peo- 
ple as a vigorous and continuous discussion 
of principles and their applications. Nothing 
is so much to be fearea in sucha government 
as the spread of a purely factional feel ing and 
the degradation of politics into a sheer strug- 
gle between two sets ef contestants for of- 
fice. 

When issues of principle are sharply 
drawn, the public are instructed in all the 
various aspects of the business of govern- 
ment and its practical effects by the most 
educational of institutions—popular discus- 
sion by great leaders, followed by private 
debate among the voters themselves. It is 
this which clears the prevalent conceptions 
of doctrine, and nerves the popular deter- 
mination to deal summarily with abuses. 
But when party sinks into factionism, and 
elections are deliberately held down to a 
choice between the evil of giving the man- 
agement of the people’s affairs to this set or 
giving it to that clique, the people learn 
nothing but what confuses their ideas of 
right and wrong and inflames their worst 
passions. 

It would bea mistake to regard the faint 
utterances of the Kentucky Democrats as 
entirely personal to themselves, Kentucky 
is the first of a dozen Democratic States to 
hold its convention and announce a platform. 
Its accidental leadership in time made its 
action too important to be left to local option. 
Thé convention was directed by wires that 
stretched a long ways. Powerful Interests 
are contending within the Democratic party 
for the advantage of position. The Speaker- 
ship of the next House carries with it 300 
much influence on legislation and so on 
financial interests of the greatest importance 

not to be the subject of unlimited strategy. 
lt is impossible to regard the suppression of 
the strong anti-tariff plank that was pre- 
pared and was to have been adopted as any- 
thing else but a victory for Mr. Randall, and 
one that was not fortuitous by any means. 

The success of this maneuvre fur the pro- 
motion of Randall’s election to the Speaker- 
ship foretokens the minimum exertion by 
the Democrats in the next House for the re- 
form ot the tariff. The Pennsylvania Pro- 
tectionist-Democrat has been Speaker before, 
and we know just what to look for from him. 
The committees wilt de packed as he has 
packed them before to prevent any action to 
reopen the tariff debate of the last Congress. 
The whole organization of the House will 
be bent to the suppression of any further re- 
form of the tariff. The theory of the Ran- 
dall Democrats is that the only platform they 
need is opposition to the Republicans. 

If the Democrats steer clear of any definit 
committal on the tariff question, the politi- 
cians who control the Republican party ma- 
chinery will also ignore it. Those voters 
who want to see the fiscal policy of the Gov- 
ernment relieved of the crudities and oppres- 
sions of the present tariff, those who see that 
the country neeas for its manufactures noth- 
ing so much as free raw material on the most 
liberal scale, and those who see that the sur- 
plus of the farmers cannot be sold for half what 
it ought to bring as long as those to whom it 
is sold are forbidden in their turn to sell in 
our markets—all these classes of citizens will 
be compelled to forego the discussion of the 
principles on which they would like to see 
the country take sides and wil] have to con- 
tent themselves with watching the dreary 
course of a campaiga of stale, flat, and un- 
profitabie partisan slanders and lies.

THE STRUGGLE FOR GOLD. 

The discussion started by Mr. Goschen, the 
great London banker, as to the effect of the 
drain of gold on tne prosperity of Europe is 
extending. It is interesting to note that his 
warnings that the present declining tendency 
of prices, which his tables show to have been 
in progress ever since Germany began to 
discontinue the use of silver, make no im- 
pression at all on the monometallic journals 
of London. They treat them with the same 
obliviousness as they formerly did the warn- 
ings of Mr. Ernest Seyd, who was one of tha 
first to predict that the fall of prices which 
has since taken place would follow the de- 
monetization of silver. 

One of the reasons given by these journals 
and the adherents of the single gold standard 
generally for their indifference to these 
propheciés of evil is that in their opinion the 
countries—Italy, Germany, and the United 
States—which have been taking gold for the 
resumption of specie payments have about 
filied their coffers, and will not want any 
more. The Financial Chronicle of New 
York shows how wide of the probabilities is 
this calculation of the monometallists as 
far as this country is coneerned. 

The Statistics show that the people of the 
United States have been hoarding gold for 
the last four years at a rate which, if con- 
tunued, will make further large demands on 
European reserves inevitable. The total 
supply in the country has increased from 
$278,310,126 in 1879 to $567,105,456 in 1882; but 
the largest part of this immense increase has 
trickled out ef sight into the pockeis of the 
people. The total visible supply in the 
Treasury and the banks is now but $260,455,- 
297, while tie amount which has gone out of 
sicht and into the posséssion of the people 
has increased from $158,690,355 in 1879 to 
$306,650,159 in 1882, This private absorption 
was $20,785,245 in 1879, and $50,835,165 in 1880, 
and $67,413,221 in 1881, and $38,986,757 in 1882. 
Adding to these figures the amounts of gold 
taken up for manufacturihg, itis not possi- 


| ble to put the demands of our people at any- 


thing less than a round 850,000, 000 a year. 
The persistent character of this demand 18 
shown by the fact thatit was continued in 
the face of the bad crops of 1881. The con- 
dition of our business and industries is taken 
by the Financia Chronicte to indicate that 
we need still further supplies of Europe's 
gold. It attributes a large part of the pesi- 
tation that now for many months has marked 
our manufacturing and commercial situa- 
tion to the nervousness consequent upon the 
general realization of the fact that our visi- 
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call for a display of reserve financial 


in the pessession of the Sub-Treaauries 
would not be nearly enough. 

It is the unfailime answer of those who 
decry the dangers that must sooner or later 
follow the shrinkage in the volume of money 
by reason of the monometallic movement 
that the world needs less money than it did 
in generations before thé use of banks and 
clearing-houses. They are never tired of 
pointmg to the fact shown by the statistics 
of clearing-houses that their immense trans- 
actions are settled by the use of 3 or 4 per 
cent in cash. But do they not see that this 4 
per cent, little as it is, is just so much added 
tothe demand for¢ash ? Theclearing-houses 
are new institutions with new business. It 
isa matter of fact, notwithstanding all the 
talk about the economy of coin by the use of 
banks, that the banks are constantly increas- 
ing the demands for coin. The enormous 
deposits of the banks of this country, which 
are growing larger every day, and the swell- 
ing deposits of the banks of Europe all have 
to be backed up by a reserve of coin, This 
is an enlarging element in the demand for 
gold which the monometallists never take 
into account. 

There are no statistics to show that the 
world needs less money than it used to re- 
quire. The single item of the amount needed 
to carry the passengers on the railroads and 
steamers of the world—an entirely new bu@- 
ness and a cash one—plays a part of the first 
consequence in the modern needs for more 
money per capita than was ever before needed 
by ahy other people or any preceding civil- 
ization. Another factor of absorption is the 
territorial dissemination of population. The 
railroads have scattered the world’s inhab- 
itants as they have never been distributed 
before. The whole area of the Northwest 
has been overlaid almost within a generation 
with an apparatus of banks, and railroads, 
and stores, and clearing-houses that has mul- 
tiplied beyond easy calculation the necessity 
for an increase of money. It is noanswer to 
say that banks and clearing-houses and paper 
currency act to economize the use of actual 
coin. So they do. But they are with all 
their economy an actual and positive addi- 
tion to the drain, for they must all be backed 
up by hard cash. —

ENGLISH LAND REFORM. 

The English Land bill introduced in the 
British House of Commons a few weeks ago 
by Mr. Dodson does not seem satisfactory to 
the English Radicals at whose instance it 
got precedence of the projected measures of 
parliamentary reform. Our dispatches dur- 
ing the last week indicate that Messra. Bar- 
clay, ofthe Seoteh Farmers’ Alliance, and 
Mr. Jathes Howard, and Mr. Duckham, the 
special representatives of the British farm- 
ers in the Londen Parliament, have’ ex- 
pressed great dissatisfaction at the milk- 
and-water character of Mr. Dedson’s 
measure, dad threaten to oppose it 
They talk of entering into an alliance with 
the Tories and the Irish members to secure 


icals are not the class of men who, to spite 
those who will not travel as fast as they can 
on the road of progress, will join those who 
try to obstruct all progress. 

The main provisions of the English bill 
are that it abolishes the law of distress, by 


all the property of a tenant in arrears for 
rent to the entire exclusion of all other cred- 
tors; evictions cannot be carried out imme 
diately after the service of a netice to quit— 
a year’s time beim given: and an evicted 
tenant is entitled to compensation for all 
improvements made by him upon the land. 

There is not, as in the Irish Land bill, any 
provision made for fixing fair rents, nor any 
provision to facilitate the transfer of the 
land from the legal owner te the occupier. 
Such provisions may, however, be added, 
and thé attitude of critical hostility which 
Messrs. Barclay, Duckham, Howard, and 
other champions of the English and Scotch 
farmers have assumed is no doubt intended 
to force the embodiment of their pecaliar 
ideas in the bill. 

Mr. Gladstone is said to be determined to 
make issue on this Land bill, even to the ex- 
tent of appealing to the country if the meas- 
ure is rejected. He is not, however, likely 
to make a campaign issue on so thin 
a measure as Mr. Dodson’s, which leads 
to the conclusion that by the end of 
the Whitsuntide holidays he will be fully 
en rapport with the Radicals and Land- 
Reformers. It is well known that Cham- 
berlain, Dilke, Trevelyan, and even Lord 
Carlingford, favor a radical policy on 
this English land question. They think that 
the time is ripe fot such an issue; that the 
agricultural depression in Engiand, the bad 
seasons, American competition, and the Irish 
Land-League agitation have sufficiently 
roused the English farmers to the necessity 
of supporting the Radical party on this 
question, and that they will return a suffi- 
ciént number of members to support Mr. 
Gladstone to render him independent of the 
Whig landlords. 

It was the prevalence of such a belief 
among the Radicals which led to the change 
of base on their part announced last Janu- 
ary by Mr. Chambeflain at Swansea, by 
whieh the English Land bill was given 
precedence of parliamentary reform and 
county government for England. An ex- 
treme Radical measure will, of course, 
array all the Whig landlords against the 
Government. They will not tamely sur- 
render their privileges of robbing tenants 
of thelr improvements and excluding farm- 
ers’ creditors from the rights which every 
other class of creditors enjoy under the en- 
eral bankruptcy laws. They will maintain 
their monopolies as long as the stolid in- 
difference of the English farmers to their 
own interests and their ignorance of their po- 
litical power will permit. The pockets of the 
farmers have been suffering seriously of late, 
The landlords have pretty generally insisted, 
unwisely as they may find out, in demanding 
as high rents as ever, notwithstanding the 
rains which Providence has sent to England, 
and the corn, the wheat, the beef, and butter 
which the American farmers sent. Even 
English rural stolidity is not proof against 
such a multiplication of assaults on its 
tenderest part. 

The landlord power is not so great as it may 
seem. Nine-tenths of ali the lands of Scot- 
land are owned by 1,700 persons and one 
half of all the land of England belongs to 
2,250 monopolists. These are now répresent- 
ed in Parliament by over 200 menipers, rela- 
tives and men with a community of inter- 
ests. The English and Scotch farmers have 
not ten representatives in the Imperial Leg- 
islature and only five active ones. A general 
election may changé this. Instead of, as at 
| present, the English agricultural constituen- 
cies sending only a dozen members or there- 
abouts to support Mr, Gladstone (and some 
of these give but @ half-hearted support), 
they may send as many as 100 active mem- 


bers. This number would render the En- 


glish Liberal party independent of the Whig

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BXTBADITION r WONT DO. 

In the midst of the lar debate on ex 
tradition ours a ease in New York which 
illustrates how much trouble may be etven 
unjustly to innocent men in order to oblige 
foreign Governments. A, Welsh farmer 
named Richard Lewis arrested in New 
York May 8, on landing from the Scythia, 
on the charge of being a forger, James Roth- 
well, who had fled from England and whose 
arrest had been réquested by the English 
Government by eabie. Lewis’ wife had been 
so bitterly opposed to his emigrating that 
in order to avoid any further importunities 
from her he had sailed under the assumed 
name of Richard Davis. The Mpitish offi- 
cers, assuming that Roth well, must nave had 
an alias, and, by some process of -logic pe- 
culiar to themselves, that this alias must 
have been Ricard Davis, cabled ovet to 
New York to have the man of that name 
seized on leaving the steamer. 

There was no evidence that Richard Davis 
was the forger. No description was sent by 
the more economical than intelligent En- 
glish officers by which the fugitive mighs be 
identified. The farmer was ar and 
thrown into jail without a warrant and 
without any reasonable presumption having 
been made out that he was the forger, The 
English Government had asked that it be 
done, and that seems to have appeared to the 
New-Yorkers reason enough for depriving a 
presumably innocent man of his liberty and 
subjecting him to a eruel indignity. 

The innocent Weishman was locked up in 
Ludlow Street Jail for over a week, was 
twice examined in the hope probably, that 
he would furnish the evidence against him- 
self that nobody else had, and was finally 
discharged on another cable message from 
London that he was not ghe man the British 
Government wanted. 

This performance, with its evidence that 
the New York police regard the curtest inti- 
mation by cable from the English Govern- 
ment sufficient ground for depriving any one 
whom it regards with suspicion of liberty 
and the pursuit of happiness, if not of Itfe, 
is especially interesting at this time, when 
the British Government is understood to be 
preparing to arrest any number of people by 
cable whom it suspects of having been im- 
plicated in the Irish crimes. If the facilities 
of extradition are te be extended by the use of 
the cable, to which, if done with the proper 
safeguards, there can be no objection, it is 
certainly right to insist that the British Geov- 
ernment use it freely enough to prevent such 
miscarriages of justice as occurred in this 
case. The usual course of extradition in 
the old days of pre@lectric correspondence 
was that copies of all the papers and the evi- 
dence on which the arrest was asked came 
with the demand for extradition. This could 
not conveniently be done by cable. But it is 
entirely feasible to add to the naked request 
for arrest what was not ad@ed in this ease 
such words of deseription as would in nine- 
ty-nine cases out of a hundred render such 
a cruel mistake impossible. The English 
Government is rich enough and the rights 
of innocent men are precious enotgh to 
make this precaution a matter of course.

THE FRENOH IN EASTERN ASIA. 

The English occupation of Egypt has sub- 
stantially shut its doors to France, and it 
ean hove for no advantages in that quarter. 
The French occupation of Tunis has cost an 
immense amount of money, has resulted in 
antagonizing Italy, and perhaps helped the 
latter into the alliance with Germany and 
Austria, and does not promise te make any 
sufficient returns for the trouble experienced 
in establishing and maintaining a protecto- 
rate. Bismarck once said that a French 
army would be found every three years or so 
in different sections of the globe bent upon 
conquest or territorial aggrandizement. 
Egypt being untenable and Tunis unpromis- 
ing, they have now turned their attention to 
the rich Province of Tonquin in Anam, oc- 
cupying a peninsula of immense extent and 
populated by five or six millions of inhabit- 
ants. 

The French have hadahold upon Anam 
for a least a century, gaining their first foot- 
ing by helping the deposed Emperor Gyalong 
against the rebels and restoring him to 
power. France was allowed to occupy cer- 
tain parts of Anam for the purposé of en- 
forcing its protectorate. A treaty was made 
to this effect in 1787, but upon the death of 
the Emperer the situation was materially 
changed, and his suceessors, actuated by the 
Oriental hatred of everything from the Oc- 
cident, not only failed to recognize the treaty 
which Gyalong had made, but sought to ex- 
pel the foreigners, and persecuted the Roman 
Oatholic priests and their converts with great 
cruelty. The present Emperor, Tu-Duc, bas 
been specially active in these persecutions, 
which at last became so intolerable that the 
Abbé Hue appealed to Louis Napoleon to in- 
terfere, calling his attention to the Versailles 
treaty. In 1858 several missionaries were 
murdered, and France seized upon this asa 
sufficient pretext for sending an armed force 
toAnam. The French fleet, with the help of 
several Spanish vessels, captured Turon, a 
town near the Capital, and the next year they 
took Saigon, one of the most impor- 
tant cities. | A protracted war broke 
out, which resulted in the subjugation of the 
Whole Province of Saigon, A treaty was 
made which gave to the French possession 
not only of that province, but of Bienhoa 
and Mytho, which have remained a French 
colony ever since, known as Cochin China. 
In 1868 Cambodia, lying between the new 
colony and Siam, also came under the pro- 
tectorate. 

The present operations of the French are 
intended to d the protectorate and to 
secure possession of the whole peninsula, in- 
cluding the immensely rich Province of 
Tonquin. For this purpose the Government 
has voted large appropriations. As Tonquin 
borders upon China and the latter has a 
claim upon it the war has assumed the shape 
of à contest between France and China for 
its possession. Encounters between their 
fétces have already occurred, Several days 
ago we dispatches announced that 
the Chinese had attacked Hanol, the 

and had been repulsed by 
the French, and that the latter 
had offered protection to the King of Anam 
upon the understanding that Tonquin would 
be occupied. This cannot be accomplisned, 
however. without a severe struggle with 
China, in which other Powers must be inter- 
ested. All the great ports of China are 
filled with Americans, Englishmen, and Ger- 
mans, Who will need protection should the 
Orientals rise against the foreigners, as is 
theig custom in time of war, and the com- 
mercial interests of Great Britain and this 
country are Immense. It is purely a scheme 
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conflict with each other; that the native off- 
elals are powerless; and that if the English 
troops were withdrawn the country would 
plunge into anarehy at once. 

The report made by Mr. H. Villiers Stuart, 
who was detailed by Lord Dufferin to in- 
spect the condition of the Egyptian people, 
is almost incredible. He visited the region 
of the Delta, also Upper Egypt, and found 
that everywhere, as soon as order was re- 
stored, the hordes of usurers had 
and were at their old work, demanding and 
receiving interest at from 65 to 120 per cent, 
the total paid to these wretches, who are 
sucking the very lifeblood out of Egypt, 
amounting to more than che whole State tax- 
ation of the country.

How horribly and ufjustly they are 
treated will be seen from the following ex- 
tract from the report: 

Those who are liable no Whatever 
for their work, neither the Gove nt 
provide them with any food whatever; ir 
friends at home have to send them food rom 
their villages; 2 bread d u the 
sun is their sole nourishment; it Is sent in sacks, 
a couple of men from e village being

It was a fearfal responsibility that En- 
gland assumed when she invaded Egypt, put 
down the national authority as represented 
by Arabi Pasha, and sought to replace that 
authority in the hands of the Khedive, who 
has shown himself incapable ot exercising 
any authority even when protected by Brit- 
ish troops. Under the miserable sham that 
they are only there to p e order until 
the Khedive can reéstabiisi his sway, En- 
giand does not ferce him to do what he 
should—namely: to redress the wrongs of 
this horribly persecuted people, to forbid the 
use of the lash and the labor conscription, 
and to drive out these hordes of ustrers 
who represent the rich Jews in London 
and Paris. She will neither do it herself 
nor compel the Khedive to do it, and mean- 
while there is nota wrong the people were 
suffermg under Ismael Pasha even that they 
are not suffering now. One of two things is 
certain: either the English Government 
ought to compel the Khedive to work re 
forms or occupy the country and work them 
itself. If it is not going to do this i ought 
te retire its troops, and the people would 
soon right their own wrongs. So long as it 
remains there and does not take the first 
step in the direction of enforcing any re- 
form, it is an accomplace with the Khedive 
and with the usurers in their work of perse- 
cuting the people and stripping the country.

Mr. Brigbt for the first time in his life attended 
the annual meeting of the Liberation Society ia 
Wales. After the formal proceedings, in which 
the abolition of the Scotch Church was strenu- 
ously urged as the first work to be done, and 
Mr. Diliwyn received quite an ovation for his 
proposal to disestablish the church in Wales, an 
evening meeting was held, and Mr. Bright spoke. 
He declared that his purpose was not to injure 
the Episcopal Church of England, but to ter- 
minate its union with the State, which, as he 
maintained, injured both. So far from the 
union making the State more merciful and 
peaceful, the Episcopal Bishops, the picked 
men of the clerical body, voted for the cruel 
old criminal laws, under which sixty-seven 
crimes were capital, defended the slave-trade 
and slavery, and were never to be found re- 
sisting war. Indeed, they had accepted a prayer 
in which the Egyptian expedition, with its 
bloodshed, was attributed to the Lord. The 
Established Episcopal clergy resisted the Buriais 
bill and the abolition of the Theistic oath, 
“mauy more men being willing to worry Gov= 
ernment than to honor God.“ and they keep 
thousands of families in misery by resisting 6 
reform of the marriage laws. He entirely ad- 
mitted the virtues of thousands of Episcopal 
clergymen, but could not believe they would be 
worse or less efficient if separated from the 
State. An Estabiished Church was the slave 
of the State,” and when Establishment was 
abolished, as it would be, it would look back 
with horror upon the chains from which it bad 
been delivered.

THE EVANGELICAL GENERAL SYNOD. 

SPRINGFIELD, O., May 21.—The first business 
today in the Evangelical Lutheran Generai 
Synod had reference to the operations of the 
Board of Publication. The Secretary’s report 
showed an increased business, and receipts 
much in excess of former years. The board has 
in progress a history of the Lutheran Church 
in America, and a translation of Kostlin's Life 
of Luther. Five thousand dollars surplus funds 
of this board were ordered divided among the 
Church Extension and Home and Foreign Mis- 
sion Boards. 

The Committee on Colleges reported that all 
had made commendable progress, Wittenberg 
College, of this city, having made we greatest 
advancement. The necessity was recogaized 
for a Lutheran female seminary in the West. 

A Board of Church Extension was sppoint- 
ed. and a committee on plan of commemoration 
of Luther's 400th birthday anniversary. 

A fraternal message, referring to Hebrews 
XII., 1 to 3, was received from the lmervational 
V. A. C. A., at Milwaukee, and the Scripture 
passages read. 

At the afternoon session Sunday-school work 
was the topic of discussion. The Sunday after 
Epiphany was set apart as children's day in all 
cburches. 

The mission at Castle Garden was considered 
on a very favorable report reudered, and con- 
tinued support resolved upon. 

The work in Chicago was also considered at 
length. Twenty-two hundred dollars were sub- 
scribed by the synod toward a new church 
there. Atürmative action was taken on the es- 
tablishment of a Lutheran (beologival seminary 
there for the instrucaon of German ministers.

PAUPERISM IN CHINA--A BAD OPINION OF 
CONVERTS. 

Tne Methodist preachers held their regular 
weekly meeting yesterday morning. The Kev. 
I Lineberger, pastor of the church in South 
Evanston recently destroyed by a cyclone, was 
authorized by the meeting to solicit subscrip- 
tions for rebuilding the church. 

Rev. E. Hart, a member of the Chinese 
mission, deliverea an address on the subject of 
peuperism in China. The propo 
gars in the “ Fiowery Kingdom” could be read- 
ily ascertained from the fact that in every city 
of 100,000 iahabitants 10,000 are ga 
this proporuon holds io «the 
er towns and villages. They had a “ King” 
who levied a tribute on all merchants who 
wisbed to be freed from the visita of nis borde 
of pests. This tribute was a specific sum of 
money paid either annually or thonthiy. When 
the *King dad received tribute from a sbop- 
keeper be gave him a large piece of paper with 
the royal signature attached, which was put 
in a conspicuous place, so thai the be rs 
might see it and pass the possessor. re 
were two causes for this excessive pauperism in 
China—first, the lack of public works, and sec- 
ond, the generai addicuon of the population to 
the “opium habit.” It was estimated that 
eight-tenths of the population of China were 
abject slaves to the opium-pipe. There had 
been an utter stagnation of business and agri- 
cultural interests in China ever since the be- 
ginning of the reign of the present dynasty. Mr. 
Hart regretted to announce that the Chinese 
converts to Christianity were not, ag a rule, to 
be depended upon in anything.

MAYMEISTER WINE, 


A DELICIOUS, SEASONABLE BEVERAGE 
MADE OF MOSELLE FLAVORED WITH WALD 


—-ADULTERATIONS~—HOW THE GENUINE IS 

MADE. 

This is the time of tne year when in the win- 
dows of many German saloons a sign is dis- 
played bearing the inscription “May Wine,” 
and no doubt many readers of Tun Trisune 
can boast of a personal acquaintance with the 
fluid bearing this suggestive name. All who 
have tusted May wine, provided it was poured 
out by knowing and honest hangs, will proba- 
biy admit that it is one of the most delicious 
drinks ever invented, and will bardiy ever re- 
fuse a second glass if they took the first one 
without conscientious scruples. 

May wine, or as it is cailed in Germany 
“ Maitrang,” is simply pure Rude or Moselle 
wine, sweetened with sugar and flavored with 
waldmeister. The latter ig an herb, growing 
wild in all the forests of No rm Ru- 
rope. and koown ion Bogiand as * Woodruff.”’ 

The great virtue of waldmeister lies in the 
delicious aroma of its stem and leaves before it 
begins to blossom. The aroma has some re- 
semblance to that of vanilla, but is far more 
delicate. An herb very similar to waldmeister, 
but not quite so aromatic as the German articie, 
is found in séveral places in the United states, 
especially in New Jersey. on the 
in the issiasippi, hetween Roe 
Daven „ and in the neighborhoed of Milwau- 
kee. The fresh waldweister found nere in Chi- 
cago comes mostiy from Davenport, but a rood 
deal of the May wine sold here very likely owes 
Its flavor to extract of waidmeister or of the 
bebe — bean, the well-known substitute for 
vanilla. 

May wine, to be good, should be flavored with 
the fresh waidmeister. The most approved 
recipe for May wine—which, by the way, does 
not keep, but will lose ite aroma, if allowed to 
stand over nigbt—is the following: 

For a bowl of five botties—a galion—take a 
handful of the n waldmeister, place it in a 
two-quart bowl and pour a light Moselie wine— 
if possible, not over a year er it 
allow it to stand, weil covered, for about three 
hours. Then take a pint of water and dissolve 
all the sugar you can in it, until ic gets about 
half the thickness of sirup, and mix this with 
the remaining four botties of t wine, and 
then add the wine flavored by waldmeister after 
it has been filtered through very fine cloth. The 
wine should be cooled in the bottle, as the in- 
troduction of more water than is necessary to 
dissolve the sugar, by putting lumps of ice into 
the mixture, would rob the wine, which shouid

FINANCIAL: 


The looal money market was steady and fairly 
active yesterday. At 6@7 per cent there was 
plenty of money to lend and a fair demand from 
borrowers. The country is still ordering very 
little currency, and the local market is easy uu; 
der accumulating supplies. 

A large block of money was lent in this city 
late last week for 9 days at the rate of 5 per 
cent per annum. Money is not exactly “ going 
a-beeging” at that figure, ‘put it is understood 
that round lots are obtainable at h per cent with- 
out difficulty where the borrower and the time 
named are both satisfactory to the lender. 
Money is plentiful here—ratber more 80, just at 
present, than is equal to the necessities of trade. 

The local bank clearings yesterday aggregated 
$7,700,000, being nearly $900,000 in excess of those 
ot Saturday. 

Excbange on New York was firmer at 70@#0e 
premium, the afternoon quotation being 75@8vc. 
The offerings continue small. 

That spasm of activity on the Chicago Stock 
Exchange did not last long. The list of sales 
for yesterday is an exceedingly short one. 

Foreign* exchange was firmer. The offerings 
of bilis continue light. Posted rates on sterling 
were quoted at 485 and 48844, with actual rates at 
484% and 488. Eoglish documentary at 482@482% 
for sixty days and 4844@485 for three days. 
French documentary quoted at 523 and 521K. 
and German do at 0% to &%%. Bankers’ marks 
at 04% and 05%, and bankers’ francs at BIK and 
5174. 

American securities continue strong in Lon- 
don, and advices to this side say that the rumors 
of financial weakness over there were very 
much exaggerated. 

A bad break in stocks occurred a little later 
than this date last year. Operators instance this 
as an indication that a tumble between the 
spring and summer is not unusual. The pres- 
ent weakness is attributed to skiliful manipula- 
tion and exaggerated reports about the condi- 


There is also fear of a rate war—some rum- 
biings of the coming storm being either beard 
or fancied yesterday. 

An Eastern dispatch says Wabash has de- 


'eclined to a lower point this month than it 


touched last year. The reason given is that the 
company is worse off than it was then. itdas 
been getting deeper in debt, and the fixed 
charges are at least $600,000 more in consequence 
of the recent issue of $10,000,000 collateral trust 
bonds at 6 per cent. This “conservative” op- 
erator says that, as the road has proved itself 
unable to earn the interest and rental charges 
it bad before, its ability to carry the additional 
burden is a mystery. Interest on these new 
bonds is guaranteed by the Missouri Pacific, 
which it is supposed will pay it from the treas- 
ury. with such other sums as are required to 
make good Wabash's deficiencies. 

Illinois Ceutral earnings for the week ending 
May 15 increased 610.500. New York Central 
earnings are said to have increased $200,000 in 
April. 

The old Central Pacific Directors are said to 
be buying up their stock. Huntington says the 
road is sure to continue its 6 per cent dividends. 
About 78 per cept of the company’s business is 
local. 

Union Pacific earnings for the first seventeen 
days of this munth are now reported to have 
decreased $90,000. Ashorttime ago they were 
said to have increased $50,000 the first two weeks 
of May. The management still think the year’s 
earnings of the company will ruu upto §3,000,- 
000, and profess that the decrease this month. 
which may reach $200,000, is not unexpected.

COMMERCIAL. 


The leading produce markets were lese active 
yesterday than the average, und were generally 
stronger. They opened higher, deciised on a 
lack of demand, and turned firm about noon, 
with news of snow-storm ou the Upper Missis- 
sippi, whieh raised some fears that the little 
sprinkle of snow witnessed here early in the 
duy was but the foreboding of another touch of 
winter in the West. 

Provisions were rather quiet, but stronger, 
The market opened with a decided jump ia 
prices, partly in sympathy with grain, but 
chiefly on the fact ot higher prices for hogs 
here, which were only ia moderate 
supply, and expected to show up not 
more than about 75,000 bead for the current 
weck. But the demand at the higher prices for 
produce was only local, and not brisk, outside 
buying being discouraged by the repert of 3d 
decline on lardin Liverpool. The market tell 
back about half way towards Saturday's latest 
prices and then reacted. There was very little 
shipping inquiry, and meats were relatively 
tame. Pork advanced W@22%c per bri, and 
closed on Change at an improvement of I7‘<¢c, 
at £19.25 for June and $19.45 for July. Lard ad- 
vanced 100120. and closed at an improvement 
of T%c, at 611.77 ½ for June and $11.90 for July. 
Short-ribs closed loc higher, at $10.27% for June 
and $10.40 for July. Year tard sold up Se, but 
lost the improvement, while year pork closed 
12%e higher. On thp afternoon call pork sold 
up de per bri, while iard and meats were only a 
shade firmer. 

Fiour was very quiet, the trading being most- 
ly local, and light at that. Exporters had no or- 
ders which they could i at the prices asked, 
the wedkuess in wheat last week causing for- 
eiga buyers of flour to practice what Beerbohm 
calls “abstention.”’ The coarse milistudgs still 
tended to a lower range of prices, with a light 
demand, 

W beat was moderately active and stronger. It 
opened about le bigber, fell back le, and 
reacted, closing on Change le above the lat- 
est prices of Saturday, at Oo tor June and 
$L12% tor July, with August at $1.13%. The 
British markets were called dull, except 
a good demand for cargoes off coast, 
while our receipts were small, and 
the miserably stormy weatber wus 
regarded asa reason for grave fears in regard 
to the next crop ju the Northwest. The result 
was a little boom at the outset, but there were 
more sellers than buyers at the advance, the 
selling being mostly done by parties who had 
loaded up Suturday, The market fell back with 
littie support from the outside, but reacted 
when it was reported to be snowing all the way 
from St. Paul to Omaba, the outiook being 
widely regarded as shaky. There was a mod- 
erate demand for car-lots to apply on futures, 
but no shipping activity was noted. Septem- 
ber commanded a premium of le over 
August, and October was a shade above Septem- 
ber, with the year practically the sameas May. 
On the afternoon cull the market was about yc 
bigher, and was quoted the same on the Open 
Board, There was, however, a rather brisk in- 
quiry for wheat among the offices, and as high 
as $1.12% was bid for July. 

Oorn was generally tame, though stronger. It 
advanced ic, fell back te, and closed on 
‘Change He above the latest prices of Satur- 
day. at o for June and ye for Juty.

Toward the close the de- 
mand slackened, and the latest prices ou the 
regular board showed an advance of e from 
the opening figures. Little was done in year 
delivery, which sold at 0. Sum ples were active 
and a trifle higher. 

Kye was fairly active and lower for spot, while 
futures were quiet and easier. No. 2 spot sold 
at 62c, June selimg at 68@63\¢, with 62%c as the 
bid at the elose. For July 64%c was bid, and 
August delivery was heid at 650, with 63c as the 
best bid. 

In barley store-lots were inactive, samples 
selling slightly off from Saturday's prices. 

Dry goods, clothing, boots and shoes, and mili- 
linery goods were reported quiet and nominally 
steady. The grocery market was quiet, with 
prices averaging firmer. Sugars were strong, 
with standard A quoted at 8e. Dried fruits 
remain firm under a fair demand. Fish were 
active, and commanded full prices. In dairy 
produvis there was a light movement at easy 
rates. Oils were generally steady, jhough lard- 
oll was easier, with extra at 900. 

With a moderate demand broom-corn is steady 
at quotations. There was a light trade in green 
fruits, mostly owmg to the raw weather. though 
prices were geoeraliy stoady.. Eggs were steady 
at 164@1'c per doz. In hides, grease, and taliow 
a light busioess was reported. Potatoes fairly 
active and unchanged, Wool in light demand and 
steady. Hay declined on liberal receipts, timo- 
thy dropping 500@$1.00, and upland 61.000 1.80. 
There was little done in the seed market, timo- 
thy being quotable at 81.8% 1.6 for prime, 
clover seed at $7.26 and flaxseed at $1.42 o turack. 

The statement of grain in store in this city, to 
be exbibited today, will show a big decrease in 
corn, The shipments of last week aggregated 
over 2,000,000 bu, three-quarters of which was 
No.2, We noted also that our No, 2 wheat is 
moving out ratber freely. How freely few peo- 
pie bave ony idea. There is good reason to be- 
lieve that room was taken last Saturday for 300,- 
00 bu, about five-sixths of which will go to 
Canadian ports. This was not reported, as the 
vessels are not here yet. The rate of treight is 
believed to be very, very low. 

A party in St. Louis telegraphed here yester- 
day for a pointer on the course of the wheat 
market. He received this reply: “Everybody 
wants next year’s crop; nobody wants this.” 
The situation could not have been more clearly 
defined in a volume. 

It was remarked yesterday that the demand 
for corn by consumers seems to be growing 
much more rapidly than the supply. The area 
of profitable corn culture seems to have reached 
its limit, while that of wheat is capable of al- 
most indefinit expansion towards the North- 
west, and corn is not now a sure crop, as it used 
to be. One station was quoted where a ware- 
house bad existed for several years (Livingston 
County, Illinois), and not one of the last five 
crops in that neighborhood bas been a good one. 
Macy farmers are now suffering the conse- 
quences of not selecting or not taking care of 
theic seed during last winter, and will have to 
replantif they can get seed to do it with.

Decision of the Supreme Court on the 
Appeal in the Cahill Case. 

Herewith is given the text of a decision of the 
Supreme Court in an important criminal case 
tried in this city. Nearly two years ago,in the 
Twelfth street police district, Officer O Brien was 
shot by a boy named Thomas Cahill. The shoot- 
ing came abqut in this way: Officer Kay broke 
into Cahill’s house after the latter haa fired a 
shot ata companion iu a street quarrel. Ray 
was ejected, and returned with O’Brien and 
others. While the police were attempting to 
break in O Brien was killed. Cahill was sent to the 
penitentiary for life. His case was appealed to 
em Supreme Court, and the following is the de- 
cision: 

Thomas Cahill vs. The People of the State of 
lilinols. Opinion by Craig, J., affirming.) Filed 
at Ottawa, May 10, 1883. 

1. Anrest—Power of o to arrest without 
warrant:—When a criminal offense has been 
committed, as shooting at a person, and an ofti- 
cer is informed of that fact so that be has rea- 
sonable ground for believing the person to be 
arrested bas committed such offense, he is ex- 
pressiy authorized by the statute to arrest such 
person without a warrant, and so be bas the 
right to arrest one without a warrant who com- 
mits an assault and battery in his presence. 

2. SamME—Right to break open doors to arrest.— 
The law is weil settied that an officer who has 
arrested a criminal, when he escapes, may, if it 
becomes necessary, break open the doors of his 
bouse to rearrest him. 

3. CrarminaL Law— When proof of prior assault 
is matertal.— On the trial of one for murder in 
shooting and killing an officer while breaking in 
the door of the defendant's house to rearrest 
bim after his escape}from arrest for a criminal 
offense, the proof showed that he was informed 
and knew the persons asking and seeking ad- 
mittauce into the house were officers seeking to 
Arrest him, and that he refused to open the 
door. The defendant offered to prove that on 
the night before the shooting a crowd was in 
the yard and stoned his bouse, and that a part 
of that crowd was there at the time of the at- 
tempted arrest. Held, that there was no error 
in the ruling. 

4. Same— When assault will justify a resort 
to self-defense.—Prior attacks upou a person, or 
his bouse, may create a reasonable appreben- 
sion of danger when he is again attacked by the 
same person or persons, when if no prior attack 
had been made the acts of the assailant would 
not tend to produce in the mind of a reasonabie 
man apprehe®sion he was in peril. lu other 
words, the proof of prior assault or threats 
might justify a defendant in the richt of self- 
defense, when in the absence of this the assault 
made would not confer upon the party assailed 
the right to resort to self-defense of person or 
property. 

5. SaAmMEe—Sufictency of evidence to justify in- 
struction as tawfiice’s’ right to arrest without war- 
rant, the trial of a party for killing an offi- 
cer while attempt! to arrest him without a 
warrant, the proof showed that the officer who 
first arrested him heard a pistol-sbot, and on 
going to learn the cause was immediately u- 
formed by a person that the defendant had shot 
at nim, and that when the defendant was charged 
by the officer witb the shooting he attempted to 
escape: Held, that the proof of these facts were 
ample to justify the officer, and upon which to 
base an instruction as to the officer's right to 
arrest without a warrant. 

6. CRIMINAL Cour or Coox'County—Branch 
court authorized.—Tne act of Legisiature of April 
21. 1881, that two or more of the Judges of the 
Criminal Court of Cook County may each hold a 
different brauch of said court at the same time 
1 authorized by Sec. 26, Art. 6, of the Constitu- 
tion, declaring that the terms of such court

Divorces. 

Mary I. Morris filed a bill yesterday against 
Lewis G. Morris, asking for a divorce on the 
ground of desertion and adultery. 

Carrie M. Dunning asked for a decree against 
George A. Dunning ou account of bis desertion 
and drunkenness. 

Sidney France complaius that his wife Carrie 
bas for the last two years been in the habit of 
drinking to excess, and that iu November last 
she deserted him, and recently sbe bas also been 
guilty of adultery, on whidh account he desires 
to have the marriage dissolved. 

Ashorttime ago Eliza Fitzgerald filed a bill 
against ber husband, Patrick Fitgwerald, setting 
out that- she married him about twenty-six 
years ago, but gota divorve from him in 186¥. 
The next year, on accountof ber baby, she mar- 
ried him again, but he began abusing her as be- 
fore, and she wanted a second divorce. Yes- 
terday Fitzgerald filedan answer denying all 
crueity, but admitting the divorce. He, bow- 
ever, claimed he bad never been married to ber 
again nor ever permitted her since to live witn 
him as his wife. For the last twelve years she 
had never had anything to go with the care of 
the children, and be claim ber habits were 
such she was not a fit person to be entrusted 
with them. For these reasons he asked to bave 
the bill dismissed. 


Items. 

Judge Drummond yesterday beard and over- 
ruled the demurrer to the bill in the case of C. 
C. Corbin against Boies, Fay & Conkey and 
their judgment creditors. This was a bill filled

A Check to the Standard Oil Company. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa, May 21.—(Special.)— 
Without a word of opinion today the Supreme 
Court affirmed the decree of Judge Church, of 
Crawford County, who decided against an elec- 
tion held by John Satterfield and others, Direc- 
torsof the Tide- Water Pipe-Line Company, at 
Titusville, several months ago. The Satterfield 
election was in the liſterest of the Standard Vil 
Company, which desired to gobble up its only 
remaining competitor in the State 
of Pennsylvania—the Tide-Water Company. 
Justice Gordon dissented. This was the case 


iu which the Tide- Water Standard bought over 


the Controller and some other officers of the 
Tide-Water, and tried to capture the election 
by 1 upon the cumulative plan and throw- 
ing out the trusteed stock, which had been 80 
tied up as to prevent the possibility of any such 
coup as this. Judge Pearson'sdecision, which 
reviewed the case very thoroughly and in detail, 
decided that the p of the annual 
meeting, at which the Satterfield board 
was @lected were illewai; that the election-tell- 
ers were not lawfuily appointed; that their as- 
suming to be such made them neither de facto 
nor de jure officers; and they could not and did 
not bold any lawful election; and that their cer- 
tificate conferred no right nor title upon the re- 
eipients thereof to act thereunder. The Judge 
also ruled that the Standard did not have the 
power of voting cumulative votes, and be there- 
fore made the injunction permanent against 
their interfering with the affairs of the com- 


pavuy.

POKER LOSSES. 


The Superior Court of Kentucky Holds 
that a Wife Can Recover a Hasband’s 
Losees at Poker trom the Wiuner,. 

A dispatch from Frankfort, Ky., says: The 
celebrated poker-game’”’ case, on appeal from 
Owen Circuit Court, the style of which is Moore 
vs. Settle.“ was affirmed today by the Superior 
Court. Judge Richards, of Louisville, delivered 
the opinion, which embraces twenty pages of 
legal cap. Judge Reed concurred with him and 
Judge Bowden dissented. The court substanti- 
ally holds that tue words in the general statutes, 
“any other person.“ includes the wife of the 
loser, unc that the law no longer regards 
busband and wife as one person. The following 
is a brief epitome of the facts in the case: Evan 
E. Settie, a brilliant young lawyer of Owenton, 
and Joho A. Moore, a well-to-do citizen of Owen 
couuty, sat down to play a game ot poker,“ 
and after was 
ascertained that Settle about 
$500. Mrs. Settle, the apvellant, then 
instituted suit against Moore, alleging that he 
had won that much money from der busband at 
gumes of cards, and seeking to recover trebie 
that amouut under Sec. 4, Chap. 47 of the Gen- 
eral Statutes, which provides that if the luser or 
a creditor of the loser of money won at games 
of bazard or chance do not sue within six 
months after the loss for the money lost and 
prosecute the sult to recovery with due dili- 
gence, then any other person may sue the win- 
per and recover treble the amount or value of 
the money or toting lost, if suit be so brought 
within five years from the delivery or payment. 
The fact that Mrs. Settle was the wife of Evan 
E. Settie was not disclosed in her petition. A 
dewurrer to ber petition being overruled, Moore 
then answered tbat Mrs. Settle was married, 
living with ber husband, and alleging that the 
action was not concerning her general prop- 
erty, nor an action concerning ber separate 
property in which her husband refusea 
to unite, and that she had not legal 
capacity to sue aivne, and denying the 
winning of the money. Mrs. Settle re- 
plied, alleging that the action was concerning 
ber separate property. or if not, that it was 
concerning her general property, and that ber 
husband refused to unite with ber in the action. 
Sne also filed an amended petition, alleging that 
ber uusband's interest was adverse to hers, and 
Making ulm a defendant. Moore filed an 
ameuded answer, making it a cross petition 
— she E. yy gt that Settie’s in- 
erest was adverse to his wife's, and allo 
that the nusband had instigated and was — 
ly prosecuting the action in the name of his 
wile for the purpose of recovering in her name 
trebie the amouut be could recover in bis own 
name. Mrs. Settle and ber husband replied 
separately, denying the allegation of Moore's 
amended answer. E. E. Settle was the chief 
Witness for piaiotiff, and a v@rdict was rendered 
against Moore for $675, trom which he appealed. 
Ine case has attracted attenuon all over the 
State, and the decision of the Supreme Court 
has been watched wiih a good dea ot iaterest. 
Nothing similar bas ever been before the Ken- 
tucky courts, and it is likely that a vast amouut 
of litigation will follow. It wili pot be brought 
before the Court of Appeais unless the Judges 
of the Superior Court consent.

Pen Pictures of Oriminals Whose Names 


Are Familiar to Newspaper 
Readers. 


Jourer, III., May 14.—[Speciai Correspondence.] 
A recent visit to the Joliet Penitentiary con- 
vinced your correspondent that comparatively 
littie is known in the outside world of the daily 
routine of a convict’s life. Without descanting 
on the excellent management of the prison, 
which is well known and admitted, I was never- 
theless struck with the business-like air that 
pervaded the whole institution, the vigilance 
of its keen-eyed keepers and guards in the sev- 
eral departments, the decorum of its parti- 
colored inmates, the buzzing noises of the ma- 
ebinery in the mammoth factories within the 
inciosure, the cheerful urbanity and courtesy 
of the officials, and the splendid esprit du corps 
observable @verywhere, made an impression 
that will not soon be forgotten. 

Passing from the Warden's office, where I had 
a giimpee of Charley Angell, the Pullman Car 
Company's embezzier, whose sentence of ten 
years is being gradually whittied to a close, we 
entered the knitting-factory, preceded by our 
guide, who eyed your reporter suspiciously on 
account, as was afterwards jearned, of his claim- 
ing an acquaintance with a large number of 
Caicago unfortunates who are doing time in this 
secure retreat. There are about seventy-five 
men and boysin this shop whose every move- 
ment is closely followed by a handsome, 
gentiemanly-looking officer. There are sev- 
eral noted Chicago criminals employed bere, 
including Stevens, the murderer of his wife 
Mamie, and his sentence is fourteen years. He 
is not held tn great estcem by his crooked asso- 
ciates because of his propensity tor telling what 
he learned concerning them during bis stay in 
jail to the Chicago police. Lesser Friedberg, the 
notorious “fence” whose connection with Lamb, 
Freeman, Dennis. and Phil Duaphy iu the Jaffray 
silk burgiary and subsequent murder of Police- 
Otlicer Kace resulted after many tedious trials 
in a sentence of four years, is in this depart- 
ment. A more wretched and wo-stricken 
looking object can scarcely be imagined than 
Friedberg is, apparentiy, but be is a consum- 
mute actor as well as a knave, and is possibly 
calculating (beneath the weil-assumed grief- 
stricken exterior de presents) how to get even 
with the public and, his patrons, the theives, 
when his time is out, aud of the silks, jewelry. 
and valuables that will come to him again in his 
nefarious calling. 

A trip tbrougu the kitchen and bakery, which 
is presided over by a thoughtful-looking young 
mau, disclosed how an army of convicts may be 
provisioned with celerity and ease, to say noth- 
ing of needful wholesome food, and pienty of it. 
Here the colored brother gets in his work in the 
mysteries of hash and richty-seasoned stew, 
wulle his white brother attends to the baking. 

The library is avery creditable adjunct to the 
prison property. There are over 10,000 vol- 
umes, to which additions are being constantly 
made. All the prisoners are privileged to read 
whatever work they may chose, and are pro- 
vided with a catalog to make selections from. 
One of the Kewanee bank robbers was at work 
here, temporarily, binding and arranging some 
of the books. His pais are separated from him; 
some are in the cooper and  wire-fence 
shops, and elsewhere. The wash-room and 
repair shop is next in line. This is where 
the raw recruits are taken in and done for on 
their arrival at the prison. They are given a 
new suit of clothes, divested of beard and su- 
perfluous hair, subjected to measurement, 
weight, and data requisit to obtain a complete 
description of the culprit, after which each con- 
vict is made conversant with the rules, receiving 
his ‘‘ privilege cards,” and is at once put to 
work at bis allotted task. 

The “solitary is adjacent to the laundry, and 
is a solid and impregnabie structure. It is, above 
all places, the most cordiaily tated and feared 
by the convicts. Here itis that the prisoner is 
made sensibie of the fact that it is wiser to obey 
than resist, and the kicker who comes to be 
ao “old offender” is always worsted in his un- 
equal contest against good order and discipline. 

The harness-suops were next visited, in one of 
which is the infamous bandit and cutthroat 
Frank Ragde, the cruei slayer of at least six 
men, whose miserabie life was spared at Gales- 
burg by a tecooicality. He has a life sentence, 
which it is boped he will be permitted to serve. 
About a year ago be concluded to give the offi- 
cialis a game, but guddeniy discovered to his 
chagrin that there was no nonsense in the way 
he was handied. Since then be has desisted and 
is as demure as a kitten. 

JACK ALLEN, 

the noted Chicago sneak and burgiar, was 
discbarged from this shop April 22, after serving 
his third term. In five days he was arrested in 
the act of committing a burglary at the house of 
Frankie Tate on State street. His pals were 
Mort Furlong, whose term expired fourteen 
days previous to Alien’s, and Ham Capel, alias 
Joun Stewart, likewise an ex-convict and sec- 
ond-termer. Even the grim shadow of their re- 
cent abode did not deter them from “ getting in 
their books the first chance that offered. Al- 
len, during his second term here, made an at- 
tempt to escape, Dut was stopped by a bullet and 
forced to throw up his bands. 

GEORGE ADAMS, THE QUINCY BOY-MURDERER 
who took the life of nis girl mistress some years 
ago, is doing a life term in the harness-shop. In 
consideration of his youth and good conduct the 
Governor bas recently commuted his sentence. 
and he will be at liberty again in a coupie of 

ears. 

. The Rev. Samuel McGhee, the Dixon, Lee 
County, minister, who poisoned his wife, is also 
in the harness-shop. His time is fourteen years. 
Prisoners of the intelligence and culture of 
McGhee rarely give any trouble to the prison 
Olficials. It is the rural thug from the southern 
tier of counties who bas “downed his man, 
perhaps, with a sbot-gun,and who swaggers 
into the prison corridor with his hat on toree 
bitire that essays to “ run things” his own way, 
only to be brought to grief in a summary man- 
ner the first overt act he com mts; tnencefor- 
ward he is a good prisoner. 

Crossing over to the granit-marble shop, we 
looked in awe at the ponderous iron gates at the 
east wall, and its vigilant defender with ritie 
ready, and inwardiv concluded that escape from 
this bastile was indeed impossibie. The granit- 
shop bas many akiliful mechanics, and some 
Chicago crooks make excellent nands. 

MIKE WEAVER, { 
the burglar, is one. Mike Crowley is an- 
other. Weaver's partner, Frank Jordan, 
allas Gibson, is doing nine years in this 
prison, and served a three-year term pre- 
viously. Jordan's wife, the noted shoplifter, 
Mary Hill, alias Smith. was sentenced in Chicago 
recently to a term in the bridewell for the Part- 
dridge, Marshall Fieid & Co., and other bo ist- 
ing expeditions. Mary was released from 
Joliet not long ago. ‘The members of this gang 
of burgiars, houseworkers, sneaks, and shop- 


lifters, of which there are about a dozen. male 


and female, are unduubtediy the cleverest oper- 
ators in the country. The series of burglaries 
for which Weaver is doing fifteen years and 
Jordan nine netted over $18,000, 

Redney Burns, the noted Chicago burglar 
and tough, is doing a long sentence here for the 
Bohoow murder aud robbery and other burg- 
laries. He was taken out of this prison when 
un wus serving a term for train-robbery from 
Monmouth, III., and tried for the Bohnow 
murder, and sentenced as above stated. 

The cooper-sbops were visited next, and your 
correspoudent was giad tu escape from the fear- 
ful din and noise of these shops, five in num- 
ber, where over 20 men are employed, 
a great many of whom are long-time convicts. 
A host of colored men are bere,and while a great 
many Chicago “mugs” were seen, the rural 
thug and fresh young blood from the country 
seems to predominate. Several of 
bivody Williamson and Jackson County gang, 
whose exploits and murderous doings terrorized 
Southern Illinois afew years back, are here, 
notably Alien Baker, for thirty years, Jim Nor- 
ria, eighteen years, Sam Musick, whose partner. 
Marshall Urain, was buog, fourteen years, and

The sboe-shops, twelve in all, were visited. 
No one who has not seen these manufactories 
can form an idea of the magnitude of this 
branch of industry. The different apartments 
swarm with bustling, active young men. There 
are hundreds of maiefactors acquir babits of 
industry in these shops. It is quite impossibie 
to mention them to any extent; they iook allalike 
in their siriped apparel, and, losing their indi- 
viduality as soon as they become inmates of the 
great prison, it is difficult to recognize them. 


DR. CHARLES EARLL, 


the venerable and distinguished looking Chicago 
abortionist and specialist, is serving tne State in 
a licht occupadon for the shoe contractors. His 
term is tive years, and bis history in ine fearful 
traffic he has carried on in Chicago for many 
years is well known. This is the doctor's second 
conviction. 

HANK DAVIS, 
the well-known Chieagoan who shot and killed 
Chariey Whylend at the St. Elmo restaurant 
some years ago, isa fine workman.

He 
was captured in St. Louis, in the face of a peni- 
tentiary record, and a reputation for desperate 
deeds, as was shown by the members of the de- 
partment, and after a hard-fought trial be was 
assessed the terribie 8 of tive years 
in the peniteatiary.
